But we are confused at this par- 


ticular time by e difficult problem— 
tlie problem of persuading other na- 
tions also to lower their lariff walls. 


Heretofore the United States, in 


order to recover from a panic, had 
only to cut down its tariffs—and barter 
and prosperity returned magically. 


But since thc days of earlier panics 


there has been a World war. The 
United States has 
changed 
from a 


debtor nation that other powers eag- 
erly sought lo sell goods to, to a cred- 
itor nation which oilier powers were 
only too anxious to stay away from. 
We arc now rich, as nations go; and 
so the other nations 
have 
erected 


tariff walls against us. 


We can no longer solve our panic 


problems by merely ordering the tar- 
iff 
reduced—we must 
effect 
tariff 


treaties with thv otner nations so thai 
the lowering of our lariff wall will 
accomplish its purpose, allowing our 
own goods to flow outward as we let 
some foreign goods flow inward. 


And until these treaties can be ef- 


fected we must use some teni|xirary 
"slop-gap"—such as Ihe cotton pro- 
cessing tax and the AAA farm benefit 
payments, to equalize the limited trade 
between our own farmers and in- 
dustrialists.

POCAHONTAS. Ark.—Gibson long 


has been a political power in Law- 
rence county. 
He was president of 


the Bank of Hoxic which he removed

Shortly before the date set for re- 
moval, the bank was burglarized and 
the safe blown open. No one ever 
was arrested for that crime and it re- 
mains an unsolved mystery. 


In November, 1933, Gibson was ar- 


rested in St. Louis with James Mc- 
Kn'iny, former postmaster at Imbodcn 
"charged with possessing1 stolen bonds. 
Later Jay H. Myers, Walnut Ridge 
banker and former member of the 
legislautre, also an influential poli- 
tician, was implicated in the case. All 
three pleaded guilty. McKamy is serv- 
ing a sentence in the federal reforma- 
tory buy Myers and Gibson were re- 
leased on probation.

We all know what to do when a 


mad dog bites a person. But we should 
realize also that a mad cat or a mad 
rat can do as much harm as the dog.

Very rarely does this disease come 


to the human being from the bite of 
a cat. But two doctors recently re- 
ported'.acase in which the infection 


;was transmitted in this manner. 


A girl, 14 years old, noticed a cat 


which was caught in a trap in a gar- 
age. : The trap had been set for rats. 


The stray cat bit the girls on the 


back of her bare right leg just above 
the ankle. The wound was washed 
immediately, painted with iodine and 
bandaged. But 10 days later the leg 


to swell, then lumps appeared. 


indicating that the glands were in- 
fected. 


The girl also developed some de- 


struction ofLher red blood cells with 
anemia and a considerable increase in 
her white blood cells, due to the in- 
fection. She had periodic attacks of 
fever and broke out with a rash typi- 
cal of this condition. 


After treatment with the arsenical 


remedies used to overcome rat bite 
fever, she gradually recovered. 


Attempts were made to find 
the 


germ that caused rat bite fever in her 
blood, but these were unsuccessful. 


Nevertheless, this case 
indicates 


again the dangers of infection from 
the bites of animals and the import- 
ance of having proper scientific med- 
ical care whenever a human beinp is 
bitten.

From 
time to time they must be born into 
human bodies, on earth—and they fear 
birth precisely as we ourselves fear 
death. 


She introduces a boy and a girl- 


ageless and eternally 
young, who 


roam the earth with all the other dis- 
embodied spirits, and to whom actual 
Jleshrand-blood people are as invsi- 
ible and as mysterious as ghosts are 
to us.

The plane left Los Angeles unan-

Tomlinson said the ship was held to

April State Taxes 


Gain Over March 


Most of Increase Reported 


in Taxes Upon Liquor 


and Wine 


LITTLE ROCK.—Total collections of 


the Stnte Revnue Department for 
April, announced at the close of busi- 
ness Tuesdny by Earl R. Wiseman, 
commissioner, were $1,040,896.24, an 
increase of 512,845.09 over the March 
total. 
J..; 


The largest relative increase was re- 


corded in taxes for liquor and im- 
ported wines, which are credited to 
the Stntc Welfare Commission fund. 
Collections of this tax totaled $55,181 
as compared with ?29,09G.05 in March. 
Liquor permits, proceeds of which are 
credited to the general revenue fund, 
dropped from $44,950 in March to ?23,- 
550 in April. 


Other increases were for cigarette 


tax stamps, which brought $G4,1G0.41 
in March and $68,852.50 in April, and 
gasoline taxes, which increased from 
5566,033.91 to $614,304.25. Beverage taxes 
and permits, other than liquor and 
wine, increased from $7,013.45 to $11,- 
940.88. Toll bridge receipts, oil inspec- 
tion and cigar and cigarette permits 
also registered increases.

Miss Georgia Lewis spoke on ''The 


Baptism of the Holy Spirit" Acts 1:4-8 
being the text. She said, "I speak from 
this subject tonight first, because 1 
believe it to be the word of God, and 
second, because I have received the 
blessed Baptism of the Holy Ghost 
myself. The Holy Ghost is more thnn 
tin influence, He is a personality, the 
third Person of the Trinity who comes 
into our Jives to dwell. We have u 
right to claim this blessing tonight, be- 
cause Jesus prpmised us the Com- 
forter, and Ho sits on the right hand 
of the Father to intercede for us. 


"Lots of things have happened that 


have brought reproach on this truth, 
of God. Many have dragged it in the 
dust and put Christ to an open shame. 
7n every movement things happen that 
the true Christians are ashamed of. 
but cannot help. I am here to hold 
Him up. 


"We find the Baptism of the Holy 


i Ghost to bt a definite experience sep- 
arote from the new birth. Some do 
not believe this way and the Lord 
bless them. If you arc covered by the 
blood you are our brethern. Only in 
the book of Acts do we find the out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost recorded. 


"Some peculiar manifestations ac- 


companied the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Some were accused of being 
drunk with new wine. One of the 
principal effects of the 
outpouring 


was that they were filled with power 
and boldness to proclaim the gospel. 
Surely with, power and boldness to 
proclaim the gospel. Surely the church 
needs an enduement of power today. 
We believe that the initial evidence 
of the Baptism is speaking with other 
tongues. It was this phenomenon con- 
vinced Peter at the House of Cornelius 
that God had granted salvation to the 
gentiles, and he said 'Who was I that 
I should withstand God.' On the day 
of Penticost devout men from many 
countries were in Jersulem and mar- 
veled that they each one heard tilt 
message in their own tongue as the 
newly Baptised Christianc .spoke in 
new tongues as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. At phesus some 20 years 
later the same manifestation accom- 
panied the Baptism of the Holy Spir- 
it. Many today are 
like 
those at 


Ephesus and have not so much as 
heard that there be any Holy Ghost. 
When Paul was baptised with the 
Holy Spirit and a.lso when the Holy 
Spirit was given at Samaria the record 
does not say that they did or did not 
speak with other tongues. 


"In writing to the Corinthian church 


trying to correct abuses that had crept 
into their worship he said, 'I thank 
God that I sptak with tongues more 
than ye all.' Nowhere in the Bible 
does it say that this or that manifesta- 
tion is the evidence of the Baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, but we take the cir- 
cumstantial evidence. Peter is con- 
cuding his sermon on 
the day of 


Pentecost said The promise is unto 
you, and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shallcall.' Why should 
we not expect the same manifestation 
to accompany the experience today 
that did in the early church. Speaking 
in tongues is not the Baptism, but the 
evidence of it. People should not seek 
to speak with other tongues, but to be 
Baptised with the Holy Ghost. Friend, 
have you received the Holy Ghost 
since you believed?"
